very great injury the poor ant does in making a 
comfortable breakfast on what is entirely use- 
leas to us, and only disfigures ‘he orchard. 

The papers again state, that by putting a sau- 
cer-full of chloroform wader bee hives, the bees 
only sink into « state of sweet oblivion as to all 
sublunary affairs, and that the honey may then 
be extricated from the hive mach in the same 
manner as teeth are extracted by a fashionable 
dentist weder the same influence. Bees and 
patients knowing nothing sbout their loss until 
upon awakening, an awfal gap in both hive and 
mouth assures the sufferers thai all is over, and 
they none the wiser as to bow it happened. 
Now the theory ts good, and it might do very
